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How   does    a   firm   apply   for    this    Service? 

*  Complete  an  NPIS  Application  form  (DIB-4063P) 

*  Submit  two  photographs  of  product 

*  Submit  descriptive  literature/press  releases  and,  upon 
request,  documentation  to  support  certain  product  claims 

As  you  can  see,  the  Department  of  Commerce  tries  to  ensure  that 
each  product  listed  in  the  "New  Products  USA"  section  of  the 
Commercial  News  is  indeed  "new"  and  that  the  firm  is  interested 
in  exporting  the  product  and,  consequently,  will  respond  to 
foreign  trade  inquiries.
